Avising out of a discussion on private streets works Cr. H. 
W. Lee asked the Shire Engineer, Mr. R. C2,Simmons, why the 
cost of £6/5/- per foot for the construction. of Dove ,Avenue, 
Altona, was so high. Mr. Simmons replied that the figure was 
“ap in the air,” in fact it was a “bit of a wild guess.” He would 
prefer not to indicate the final cost of constructing a street 
when, for the present time, partial construction only was being 


considered,

Workers Compensation 


The Bolte Government has in- 
treduced a Bill to amend the 
Workers Compensation Act. This | 
Bill cofitains two particular ‘

By the time this article appears’ 


in print the whole of Altona will 
have been -distributed with leaf- 
lets which explain in detail the 
effects of the intended changes 


on workers -and their families. ' 


They will be deprived of rights 
they have enjoyed under the ex- 
isting ACt for 16 years. The re- 
defining of the term “injury” 
will mean that a worker who suf- 
fers, for example, a heart at- 
tack ior stroke, will have to 
establish a casual relationship be- 
tween the “injury” and his em- 
ployment. 


It will mean that the strain.and 
Stress. of work and travel too 
and from work, will need to be 
specially proved to be a contribu- 
ting factor to the “injury” to 
the worker. Even though medical 
science may generally strongly 
suspect that there is such a re- 
lationship. this would not be suf- 

Medical evidence would have 


ficient. 

to be obtained tg prove the em- 
ployment contributed tothe con- 
dition or the claim must fail. The 


present Act L-ovides workers who} 
‘sustain such injuries and elimi-! 


nates long and costly delays and 
litigation. . 

The redifinition of the word “de 
pendency” is a similar retrograde 
step. The widow of a worker who 
dies as a result of his injuries 
will have to undergo @ “means 
test.” To receive the full amount 


| provided for in the event of his 
death she will have to show that 
she was fully dependent on him 
at the time of his death. Thus, 
if the wife of a werker was work- 
ing to pay off a home, or to edu- 
eate their children and her hus. 
band sustained injuries from 
, Which he died, insurance com- 
‘panies would claim she was not 
. fully dependent on him: and there 
fore cnly entitled to a portion of 
. the amount provided for in the 
event of death. 





The Government has stated that 
under the present act there is an 
anomaly in that the widow of a de 
ceased worker who has deserted 
j him years prior to his death can 
claim the full amount of compen- 
sation by merely establishing that 
she is a widow. We of the Altona 
Pranch of the A.L.P. would sup- 
pert any amendment to remove 
this anomaly, the occurenee of 
which is extremely rare. 


But the fact in this unusual caSe 
is being used as an excuse to at- 
tack all widows. The present Work 
lers Compensation Act is a piece of 
Progressive legislation of which all 
Victorians can be justly proud. 


The amending Bill is deliberate 
attempt to turn the clock back, 
under Me guise of rationalizing the 
existing legislation. As with all 
Governments in power in all times 
the Government will mistake sil- 
ence for approval. it is up to each 
; one of us to protest.and to protest 
loudly and vigourously at this new 
invasion of our rights.
